tletle heed to his personal safety, and 
seldom had th e pain 
of a 
body 
guard a f te r he left the w hite house. 
He relied almost entirely upon his 
own s tre n g th and agility to defend 
himself. 
Col. Roosevelt was asked recently 
w h eth er he took any p rec autions to 
defend himself. 
He replied t h a t he 
never w orried a b o u t Ills own safety. 
“ W hen a man 
I do not 
know 
comes up,” lie said, “ I ta k e 
one 
quick look at his hands. 
If both 
his h a n d s a re in sight and e m p ty I 
•bink no more about it. 
If a man 
attem pted to d ra w a weapon- -well, 
I’m p r e tt y quick myself." 
Colonel Roosevelt has a philosophy 
of his own which lias in it a tinge 
of fatalism. 
Almost a Fatalist. 
“ When I was in th e Spanish w a r ,” 
he said, “ if th e re was a charge to 
to be m ade or a fort to be taken I 
never stopped to th ink of d a n g e r to 
myself. 
After the charge had been 
made or the fort taken J m ig h t have 
stopped to th ink t h a t I had" a close 
call, but t h a t was all." 
It was the same way, h e explained, 
in his o th e r affairs. 
He often gave 
a hint of his views in his speeches, 
saying th a t a leader in public life 
should serve to spend and be spent, 
and that w h a te v e r fate befell him he 
should not complain if he were b r o k ­ 
en or cast aside." 
He cared 
“ not a 
rap ,” he said 
what fate befell him. 
Col. Roosevelt's expertness in de­ 
fending himself was dem o n stra te d by 
by the m a n n e r jn which he disposed 
of a man who rushed at him t h r o u g h 
a crowd in Fargo, X. D , two years 
ago, 
As the man 
lunged at him. 
Col, Roosevelt shot out both hands 
and 
grasped the m an's right 
arm 
with a vice-like giip, m aking it i m ­ 
possible for him to draw a weapon. 
In a Hash he whirled the man about 
and pushed him back off the p la t­ 
form. 
H mm T r ic k s of s d f Defense. 
“ That 
was a trick I learned in 
the cow co u n try ,” he said. 
The e x ­ 
president also knows s o m e th in g , of 
jiu 
jitsu, 
and 
considered 
him s elf 
well able to h andle an a d v e rsa ry who 
got within reach. 
He realized, h o w ­ 
ever, that ltis ability' in this direction 
was no protection from the attac k of 
a man in the crowds which are con­ 
stantly a ro u n d him when he appe ars 
in public. 
F riends of Colonel Roose­ 
velt were constantly in fear or some 
such ca ta s tro p h e as that 
of 
last 
night, especially dnrinig th e h e a t of 
a political campaign, but the colonel 
himself laughed at th eir fears. 
He 
would have no g uards with him on 
his trips an d alth ough in th e large 
towns and 
cities 
d e ta c h m en ts 
of 
police were usually assigned for his 
protection a t other times 
on 
his 
journeys no such precautions were 
taken. 
On 
his private car du rin g 
his -present trip, aside from his sec­ 
retaries and Dr. Terrell, his p h y s ­ 
ician, wore Col. Cecil Lyon of Texas 
and Phillip Roosevelt, a young cous­ 
in. one or both of whom always ac­ 
companied the cx-president on the 
watch for an y sign of danger. 
D u r­ 
ing Colonel Roosevelt’s p rim a ry ca m ­ 
paign in the spring Col. Roosevelt 
took w ith him R. Ct. Pout, fo rm e r 
governor of Porto Rico an d T ra v e r s 
D. C a rm e n of New- York, fo rm e r foot­ 
ball players, who always rode on tho 
ru nning boards of the colonel's a u t o ­ 
mobile, or cleared the way for him 
through a crowd 
when 
th e y were 
walking, but d uring the present c a m ­ 
paign Col. Roosevelt dispensed with 
this form of protection. 
H ulks I nut tended. 
W hen he is at home Col. Roose­ 
velt is accustomed to ride or walk 
with perfect freedom over tin* c o u n ­ 
tryside and th rough the woods about 
S agam ore

frequently 
walk ing 
ten or fifteen miles unattended. 
Not 
once d u r iu g his years at S ag a m o re 
Hill has an a tte m p t at his life been 
made. a l though during his te rm as 
president a report to the effect that 
he had been shut at was circulated. 
When lie is at homo Col. Roosevelt 
invariably spends a 
large 
p a rt of 
each day at outdoor exercise, keep­ 
ing himself

physically as 
though he were an athlete. 
Despite 
the fact that he has been engaged 
in one of his hardest cam paigns for 
several weeks, the colonel was in the 
best of condition, except for a “ c a m ­ 
paign t h r o a t ” when he was stru c k 
down last night, 
and showed 
no 
signs of weakness. 
It is his custom 
to spend two hours each m o rn in g on 
horse back and in the afternoon to 
play tennis, chop down tr ees and In 
su m m er go into the hay field. 
Col. 
Roosevelt 
never has used 
tobacco, 
seldom takes alcoholic d rin k s and a l ­ 
ways insists upon having eight hours' 
sleep each night. 
His mode of life, 
the physicians believe, will play 
a 
large part In helping him in the pres­ 
ent emergency.
